At lit!) last meeting of Uie British Asso- 


ciation an improvement in this mode of 
managing milroads was described. The 
old method of running trains was to allow 
a certain length of time lo pass before ouo 
train could follow another; but if the fcr- 
ward train became disabled, 
thero was 


great danger that tho next ouo would run 
into it before it could be signalled. Tho 
block system differs from this in having 
the roatl marked off in definite lengths or 
block sections, into which one train is not 
permitted to enter until tho preceding one 
has passed out. Safety is thus secured by 
leaving a sufficient interval ofspaco. This 
is the 
ground principle of the new plan, 


but great advantages havo been gained by 
collocling all the signals, switch levers aurl 
other means of operating the line into a large 
signal elation placed at every alternate block 
section. This station consists of an elevated 
building with large windows from which the 
lino can be observed. Signals are transmit- 
ted by eledrieily, and the apparatus is so 
arranged that it is almost impossible for the 
signal mau to put a signal in such a position 
as would endanger a train without previous- 
ly placing tho necessary danger signals to 
warn the engineer of the train.

improvement in this system has been ap- 
plied on the Caledonian railroad iu Scot- 
land. 
Ou most roads the danger signals 


are usually down, and are raised only when 
required.

koop these signals always up, 
BO that the 


road in permanently closed to the on-com- 
ing I mm until tho nignal observer tele- 
graphs that all is right. 
Tho advantage of 


this is that in case of negligence or accident 
preventing the signal man front doing his 
duty, tho train cannot proceed, for Iho rond 
is closed. A further safeguard consists in 
the fact that when a train pnKsos, the ob- 
server attached to tho section on which it 
is running must telegraph lo tho man next 
ahead lo notify him of tho fact. 
This man 


then telegraphs to tho next observer to ask 
if his scutiou iy clear, and not until ho re- 
ceives ons«er lhal it is so can tho train 
leave the section il is on. Thus throe sig- 
nal men are involved iu permitting n train 
lo pass from one section to another.

COMFORTING TO KNOW.~It.JS to bo Il0p«d 


that no ono was unduly alarmed by yester- 
day's dispatch from New York on tho sup- 
posed startling results of Uio calculation of 
tho distance of tho sun.

by tho despatch was that the earth is up. 
preaching the sun at, a disquieting rate, 
amounting to nearly seven millions of miles 
in 10.". years, 
Tho reasoning is simple 


enough. Tho value of tho earth's distance, 
ns estimated by calculations on tho transits 
of Venus in Iho last century, was ninoty- 
fivo millions of miles. 
This has been re- 


duced lo tho neighborhood of ninety-two 
nnd a half millions by mibsequont observa- 
tions. Tho latest estimates on tho basis of 
tho recent transit aro eighty eight and a half 
millions.

the latter, nro famous for their lino geeso, 
and without doubt thoro is no locality in tho 
whole country of equal area lhat produces 
anything like tho number hero raised. 
Gceao aro grown much more easily, and 
come 
to maturity much quicker 
than 


turkeys. 
As early as the latter part of 


Juno, "green geoso" begin to appear in our 
markets, and thenceforward until tho season 
closes, the demand and supply lies hereto- 
fore seemed almost exhaustless. 


Boston is the centre of the goose-trade of 


New England, and thence they nro shipped 
all over tho country, daily supplies being 
furnished to tho largo N«w York hotels and 
to hundreds of Summer rosprtfl nnd watering 
places where roast goose is deemed indis- 
pensable. Wo will not attempt to spank in 
detail of tho different varieties raised or of 
tho respective merits of tho "unlive," tho 
"Indin," or "mountain." Tho mongrel gooso 
(generally so called) is obtained by n cross 
between Iho wild nnd native breeds, is diffi- 
cult to raise, and consequently scarce in tho 
market and often brings most fabulous 
prices. 
When King Kalnkaua was to be 


feasted by tho city of Boston, tho royal 
dinner was not doomed complete without 
the addition of n mongrel goose. 


Ono of tho principal houses engaged in this 
trade is Brunblecomo «t Co., of Fancuil Hall 
market, Boston. They employ nu ngent, 
Mr. Charles Wilcox, who resides n part of 
the year in Tiverton, and superintends the 
collection of fattening, shipping, ttc., of the 
goeso. 
Of course it requires a man of con- 


siderable judgment and ability to trade with 
the farmers year after year to their mutual 
satisfaction, and attend to nil tho details of 
this businossjiuccessfully nnd in this particu- 
lar, tho houso of lirimblccomo & Co., have 
made a very fortunate selection. 


Tie conducts tho business in this wise: A 


small farm is procured, through which is a 
running brook, and ns near a railroad depot 
ns possible. Near this brook several small 
yards aro made, cnpablo of accommodating 
from three hundred to live hundred geese, 
and then the business of collecting tho 
young goeso begins. 
Within n radius of five 


or six miles almost every farmer has ono or 
more flocks. Tho farmer rarely fattens his 
geese himself, nud the product of these 
flocks Mr. Wilcos, or some other dealer, en- 
gages by the lot or season ns tho respective 
parties GCO fit, to bo moved to Iho fattening 
yards when of sufficient size and ago. 
And 


now tho fattening process comniences, which 
usually occupies about three weeks. 
They 


nro fed with nu abundant supply of corn anil 
a mixture of corn msal, beef 
scraps nnd 


water with n plenty of pure water to drink. 
"When fattened, they nro killed, carefully 
picked nnd thrown into cold water 
until 


thoroughly cooled, then packed iu boxes 
containing from sixteen to twenty, nnd for- 
warded by express to Fanucil Hnll market 
In this wny Mr. Wilcox has fattened and 
marketed tlio past season .1,^00 geese- and 
!)00 ducks. 
To accomplish this, ho has used 


1,200 bushels of corn, 100 bushels of meal 
and 7 tons of beef scraps. Tho average 
cost of tho gecso when bought of tho farmer 
wns Si l-£ cents; of Iho ducks, r.o cents 
each. 
Wo should not omit lo stnto that tho 


feathers 
from tho above named fowls are 


no inconsiderable- Horn.amounting in quanti- 
ty lo nbont throe-quarters of n ton. 


Last year Mr. \Vilcox fattened :t,!H)0 goeso 


and 1,800 ducks nt an average price from 
tho fnrm of $l..T7l cents for tho former and

THE DESPOTISM OF TUB KELLOGG GOVERN- 


MENT.— ASTONISHING POWERS TVHICH A 
SERVILE LEGISLATURE HAS CONFERRED 
ON THE SATRAP.—THE PARALTZATION OF 
BUSINESS AND THE BURDEN OFTAXA- 
TION. 


The general condition of affairs iu Louisi- 


ana seems to bo ns follows: 
The conviction 


has been general nmong tho whites since 
1872 that the Kellogg government was an 
usurpation. This conviction among them 
has been strengthened by the act of the 
Kellogg legislature, 
abolishing 
ciiating 


courts and judges and substituting others 
presided over by judges appointed by Kel- 
logg, having extraordinary niid^exelnsive ju- 
risdiction over political questionsjby changes 
in the laws coutraliziing in tho governor 
every form of political control, including 
the suspension of tho elections by continu- 
ing the returning board,with absolute power 
orer returns of elections; by tho extraordi- 
nary provisions enacted for the trial of titles 
and claims to office; by tho couyerfliou of

ernor, by the creation in [some places of 
monopolies in markets, gas making, water 
works, ferries, cleaning of vaults, removing 
filth and doing work as wharfingers; by the 
abolition of courts. with tho election of 
judges, and tho substitution of other courts 
with judges appointed by Kellogg; in the 
evasion of the constitution of tho slalo by 
enactments, punishing criminally all persons 
who attempted to fill official positions unless 
returned by the returning board; by \mlim- 
iUd appropriations for the payment of mili- 
tia expenses, and for the payment of legis- 
lative warrants, vouchers and checks issued 
during the years 1870 to 3872, by laws de- 
claring that no person in arrears for tares, 
after the default is published,Bhall bring any 
snit in any court of the stale, or bo allowed 
to be a witness in his own behalf,—measures 
which, when coupled with tho extraordinary 
bnrdens of taxation, havo fieomed to confer 
a degree of power on tho governor of th» 
state, scarcely exercised by any sovereign in 
the world. 


In connection with this is a general want 


of confidence in the integrity of tho existing 
Btalo and local officials; a want of confidence 
equally in thoir persons and in their pcr- 
9onn#lt which is accompanied by the par- 
ftlyzation of business and destruction of 
Yftlaea. 


Tho most hopeful witness produced by 


the Kellogg party, while ho declared that 
business was in a sounder condition than 
eter before, because there was less credit, 
has since declared that there was no pros- 
perity. Tho securities of tho state havo 
fallen, in two years, from Rcvcnly or eighty 
to twenty-five; of the city of New Orleans 
from eighty or ninety to thirty or forty; 
while tha fall in bank f.lmros, railroad shares, 
city And other corporate- companies have in ft 
like degrao corresponded. Throughout tho 
rural districts of the Etnto, the negroes,

TCmEiUNG SHEEP.— I herewith sond 


(writes Q Vermont correnpondeut) n few 
thoughts about the "Winter. management of 
sheep. Low, underground stables and barn 
collars tire poor places in "which to winter 
sheep. It is unnatural and unhealthy for 
them to bo obliged to partially burrow in 
the ground. 
Good air imd exorcise nro 


essential to their health and vigor. They 
should run out into tho iieldn on pleasant 
days n portion of the limo, us long as tho 
ground remains bnre. They should bo made 
to exorcise by being driven out of their pong 
while their hay is put into their racks, trad 
be made to go around tho farm buildings or 
away from the barn upon one side of a fence 
to an opening in tho same and return upon 
the other side. They will BOOH learn to go 
the rounds themselves, if they have their 
feed when they return to their pens. This 
practice should continue through tho Winter, 
eictpt in Tery stormy weather, and, if nec- 
cessary, break roads through the snow for 
them to travel in. They should bo" kept in 
fmnshine as much aa possible.. Good feed 
for our sheep, without sufficient exorcise, 
will not keep them strong tiud vigorous. 
They are not an animal that con remain 
dormant through the Winter, or just eat, 
drink and lie down during that time aiid be 
healthy in the Spring ; neither ought Wo to 
expect strong, healthy lambs from ewes so 
managed. It is one .of tho laws of nature 
which must be obeyed that ejeroiso is abso- 
lutely necessary for health and strength. 


WHAT CAUSES "WIND ? — Tho cause of wind 


or atmospheric currents is the creation of 
vacuity. Vacuum is maintained by vibration 
to so great an extent that when tho particles 
of yapor cause vibration nud coalesce into 
raindrops, tho space they seem to occupy is 
diminished to the extent of about 1,000 to 1, 
and tho.vflcuity their great amplitude of vi- 
bration had maintained is then rushed into 
by the surrounding atmosphere. 
As the 


aqueous currents from tht equator become 
cooled by the polar currents on which they 
float, they sink into them, and the vibrating 
particles of water Tapor have their vibrating 
amplitude shprtaned more or loss rapidly 
till tho rapor is reduced to a liquid by con- 
densation. The enormous extent of vacuity 
thus produced by long continued rainfall ac- 
counts for long continued stormy and windy 
weather. But some one ahler than I may 
explain how electricity affects 
rainfall — 


whether tho lightning flash does not cause 
tho union of surface floating hydrogen with 
the oxygen below into steam, soon condensed 
into water drops ; 
find whether or not the 


molecular change from its extreme sudden- 
ness is not the cause of thunder. 
1 take it 


to be so. But there can be no doubt that 
condensation of aqueous vapor in the at- 
mosphere causes aerial currents of wind.— -

well hammered. 


This of course condenses and closes the 
pores of tho metal in these pails, and, in 
consequence, when 
the face 
is finally 


polished, the metnl in front of the'designs 
has HH power of reflecting light increased, 
and 10 givci rise to tho fallacious idea that 
the pattern Burnett through the metal.
